Tree houses 
meant to spark

Coming next week there will 
be three tree houses clinging 
to trees along Churchill Square, 
but instead of being a place for 
telling ghost stories and keep¬ 
ing girls out, they aim to start 
a conversation on public space. 

The tree houses will go up 
around the square as part of a 
public art installation called Im¬ 
pose. The Threshold collective, 
a group of University of Alberta 
design students, first received 
funding for the project a year 


ago, but had to work out some 
of the details of the installation. 

“We made sure that we were 
veiy diligent about what we are 
putting in the trees and that they 
could take the loads,” said Dan¬ 
ielle Soneff, one of the artists on 
the project. 

Catherine Salk, the city’s 
acting community greening 
co-ordinator, said city foresters 
worked with the group to find 
the right trees for the project, 
because it’s important the trees 
are not damaged. 

The tree houses won’t have 
rope ladders or trap doors, but 
are actually styled to look like 
actual houses, similar in design 
to what exists in some Edmon¬ 
ton neighbourhoods. 

Soneff said they are also go¬ 
ing to have sounds and lights, 
all meant to talk about public 
versus private space. Which is 
why the location is important. 

“In a place like Churchill

Square, that is an interesting 
contrast, because that is not 
something you would see in 
large parts of the core of down¬ 
town,” she said. 

And it’s that sense of imagina¬ 
tion that won the approval of 
Katherine Kerr and the Edmon¬ 
ton Arts Council.

When asked about the city’s 
recent decision to block the 
Salvation Army from reopen¬ 
ing its Alberta Avenue loca¬ 
tion, Michelle and George 
Earl breathe a heavy sigh of 
disappointment, mixed with 
frustration. 

The couple — who’ve lived 
in the area since the early 
2000s — were active members 
of the Crossroads Community 
Church on 117 Avenue and 95 
Street before it was closed two 
years ago, because, as George 
says, it was a place he felt at 
home. 

“The first thing I (felt) about 
them, was they’re real,” he 
explained. “This wasn’t your 
aloof sort of church where you 
stand erect and everyone’s in 
their Sunday best. Everyone 
was welcome for who they 
were and accepted for who 
they were.” 

Living just a block away from 
the church, both George and 
Michelle said they would spend 


at least three days a week at 
the facility, either accessing 
the programs or participating 
in the service. 

Since both are visually im¬ 
paired, the proximity of the 
church to their home was ideal, 
Michelle explained. 

Following the city’s develop¬ 


ment appeal board decision 
to deny the Salvation Army’s 
bid to reopen and redevelop 
the church, the Earls said they 
are trying to understand why 
the community advocated so 
strongly against it. 

“I was very angry,” said 
Michelle. “It still makes my 


blood boil. Of all the times 
that I was down there, I hadn’t 
seen any of the community, 
not once. 

“For me, that church helped 
me blossom in so many ways I 
can’t even comprehend,” she 
added. 

With the loss of the Cross¬ 


roads Church, the couple 
now attends the Bethel Gos¬ 
pel Chapel, nearly twice as far 
away, when they can. 

“I still keep affiliated with 
the church, I haven’t broken 
contact, but we don’t make it 
as often,” George said, with 
a sigh.

we could do a better job by 
Edmonton,” he said.

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he’s happy to see an end to 
the Baccarat and a new casino 
replacing it.

Police seek answers 
following sex assaults 


Two women have been attacked 
and sexually assaulted in the 
same Edmonton neighbourhood 
over the past month, both by sus¬ 
pects with a matching physical 
description, though police said 
Monday they are not certain the 
two attacks are linked. 

On Saturday, a 37-year-old Ed¬ 
monton woman was jogging 
during evening daylight on 116 
Avenue near 102 Street when she 
was attacked and dragged into 
an alley, where the assailant tied 
her up using green painters’ tape. 

During the attack, the man 
pulled out a box-cutter to threat¬ 
en the woman and demanded 
money before assaulting her. 
The woman broke free and ran 
for help. 

Police said the attack has strik¬ 
ing parallels to one on March 4, 
when a woman was assaulted 
around 8 p.m. as she walked in 
an apartment parking lot near 
118 Avenue and 102 Street. In 
that attack, the man assaulted 
the woman before she yelled 
for help and he fled. 

On Monday, Edmonton police 
released a composite sketch of 
their suspect and video surveil¬ 
lance footage they have gathered 
of him walking, and asked the

public to help to identify him. 

“We are looking at some simi¬ 
larities,” said Det. Brenda Dalz- 
iel with the police’s sexual as¬ 
sault section, of the two attacks. 
“We’re not saying the two are 
linked, however the suspect de¬ 
scription is similar, the area and 
geographic location of where it 
happened is veiy similar, so we’re 
not ruling that the two different 
suspects at this time could be the 
same person.” 

The suspect is approximately 
25 to 30 years old, six feet tall and 
160 pounds and has spiky dark 
hair. Anyone with information 
is asked to contact Crime Stop¬ 
pers or Edmonton Police.

The president of a Calgary- 
area Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive constituency association 
has resigned in the wake of 
questions about a candidate 
being “disallowed.”

Two other members of the 
riding association board also 
resigned, but one of them, 
Ada Rawlins, said her deci¬ 
sion was purely for health 
reasons.

Nestled in the University of Al¬ 
berta’s law faculty, a caffeine 
oasis has become renowned 
over the last nine years thanks 
to its proprietor — who stu¬ 
dents, staff and faculty know 
fondly as “Steve.” 

Hello My Friend Cafe is un¬ 
like most java spots: You can’t 
expect a Venti, half-sweet, soy 
latte here, but instead just a 
friendly “hello” and “How are 
you,” from its sole barista, the 
enigmatic Steve. 

That, among other reasons, 
has prompted faculty, staff, 
students and alumni to launch 
a campaign to save the in¬ 
dependent coffee spot after 


the university announced 
plans to “repurpose” the 
space when its lease expires 
on April 30. 

A petition urging the U of 
A administration to recon¬ 
sider their decision has been 
signed by more than 1,100 
people, along with a number 
who’ve provided first-hand 
accounts of how Steve has 
bettered their lives. 

U of A alumna Mandy Kahl- 
meier called the cafe a “hal¬ 
lowed place” that has helped 
create a community within 
the faculty. 

“It has an atmosphere that 
Steve has cultivated over years 
and years and years,” she said. 
“It’s an irreplaceable one.” 

Metro attempted to speak 
with Steve, who declined to 
comment on the decision. But 


faculty dean Paul Paton said 
he’s heard from a number 
of people hoping to save the 
establishment. 

“We’ve received, in addi¬ 
tion to hearing about the on¬ 
line petition ... emails from 
faculty, staff, students and 
alumni for whom the cafe has 
held a very special place to 
their law experience,” he said. 

While the lease agreement 
is between the university’s 
service department and Steve, 
Paton said he’s shared some of 
the testimonials with admin¬ 
istration in hopes of showing 
the cafe’s importance. 

“I think it’s really import¬ 
ant even in a time of finan¬ 
cial constraint that we value 
and appreciate the human 
face that (represents) the in¬ 
stitutions.”

For 40-year-old Bereket Al-Azar, 
hearing of the atrocities in his 
birth country Eritrea is some¬ 
times too difficult to stomach. 

After immigrating to Canada 
at the age of 17, Al-Azar said he 
hasn’t returned to the Horn of 
Africa countiy since 2004, be¬ 
cause he’s become critical of his 
government and it’s become too 
dangerous. 

“I do not agree with what 
they’re doing,” he said. 

Despite his reservations, Al- 


Azar is joining other members 
of Edmonton’s large Eritrean 
community Tuesday night to 
preview Sound of Torture, a 
documentary highlighting the 
struggle Eritrean refugees face 
as they flee their countiy and 
are targeted by human traffick¬ 
ers in Egypt. 

“I’ve heard of this horrific 
stoiy of what’s happening to 
Eritrean immigrants when they 
cross the Sinai Desert,” he said. 

“The fact that others will be 


beside me, it will actually force 
me to watch it and then (hope¬ 
fully) take action.” 

Ghelle Berhe, a member Eri¬ 
trean Justice and Human Rights 
Advocacy Association of Edmon¬ 
ton, said he hopes the film will 
shed light on the struggles of 
the Eritrean people for not just 
members of the local commun¬ 
ity, but for others as well. 

The screening gets underway 
at the Citadel Theatre at 7 p.m.

Three-quarters of Canada’s 
35 million citizens will soon live 
in jurisdictions with a price on 
carbon after Ontario announced 
Monday it is joining Quebec 
and California in a cap-and- 
trade system that the federal 
government calls a “job-killing 
carbon tax.” 

Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne and Quebec Premier 
Philippe Couillard signed off 
on the carbon trading market 
in Quebec City after Wynne had 
earlier announced the initia¬ 
tive in Toronto. They join B.C. 
and Alberta as carbon-pricing 
provinces. 

“Call it carbon pricing, cap 
and trade, a market mechanism 
or — I believe it’s misleading — 
but if you must, go ahead and 


call it a tax,” Wynne said. 

“Most of us will not be fooled 
because for most of us the label 
is not important. What’s import¬ 
ant is that we make progress.” 

The move upstages Tuesday’s 
meeting in Quebec City of prov¬ 
incial and territorial leaders, 
who agreed last year to plot out 
a national strategy on energy 
and climate policy in the ab¬ 
sence of federal leadership. 

A report last week from a 
blue-chip panel of economists 
asserted carbon pricing is the 
most efficient and effective way 
to meet Canada’s carbon-reduc¬ 
tion goals — and that provincial 
governments were best situated 
to design their own programs. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment, which ran on a platform 
in 2008 that included a cap-and- 
trade policy, nonetheless main¬ 
tains any effort to price carbon 
is an economy killer. 

“We oppose carbon taxes and 
any schemes that seek to raise 
revenue — either directly or 
indirectly — from hardworking 
Canadians,” a spokesman for

Sen. Duffy billed taxpayers to 
print, mount photos: Crown 


Sen. Mike Duffy apparently 
billed the taxpayer to print 
and mount photos of his 
family, Barbara Bush and 
Bill Clinton as part of a con¬ 
tracting agreement he set up 
outside the scrutiny of Senate 
officials, court heard Monday. 

Crown prosecutors began 
the second week of the Duffy 
trial laying out their case on 
a particular set of charges 
against the suspended senator 
involving contracts awarded 
to his friend Gerald Donohue. 

Duffy faces 31 charges in 
total, of fraud, bribery and 
breach of trust. Donohue al¬ 


legedly received $65,000 in 
contracts, with some of that 
money in turn filtering out 
to other service providers. 

Documents filed in court 
show that Donohue’s two 
companies, Maple Ridge 
Media and ICF Ottawa, sent 
$1,578 to a photo-developing 
company for work Duffy ap¬ 
peared to request. 

“5x7 enlargement — (Mir¬ 
anda/Colin) (3 in original or¬ 
der + 5.25, 4 more 5 x 7 or¬ 
dered Jun 13/11 by phone,” 
reads one line item. Miranda 
is Duffy’s daughter, and Colin 
is his grandson. 


Crown prosecutor Jason 
Neubauer asked Senate hu¬ 
man-resource officer Sonia 
Makhlouf whether she would 
have approved a request for 
a “photographic services” 
contract. 

“I will not proceed with it 
and probably I will bring it 
to a higher level,” Makhlouf 
said. 

It is not clear what Duffy 
was doing with the photo¬ 
graphs. Senators and MPs 
often decorate their offices 
with photos of themselves 
and other politicians.

Ex-contractors get 
stiff sentences 


A federal judge sentenced 
one former Blackwater secur¬ 
ity guard to life in prison and 
three others to 30-year terms 
for their roles in a 2007 shoot¬ 
ing that killed 14 Iraqi civilians 
and wounded 17 others. 

The carnage in Baghdad’s 
Nisoor Square caused an inter¬ 
national uproar over the use 
of private security guards in a 
war zone. 

U.S. District Judge Royce Lam- 
berth sentenced Nicholas Slat- 
ten, who witnesses said was the 
first to fire shots in the incident, 
to life on a charge of first-degree 


murder. The three other guards 
— Paul Slough, Evan Liberty and 
Dustin Heard—were each sen¬ 
tenced to 30 years and one day in 
prison for charges that included 
manslaughter, attempted man¬ 
slaughter and using firearms 
while committing a felony. 

Lamberth announced the sen¬ 
tences after a daylong hearing 
at which defence lawyers had 
argued for leniency and pre¬ 
sented character witnesses for 
their clients, and prosecutors 
asked that those sentences be 
made even harsher. He rejected 
both requests, the associated press

U.S. officer charged 
with manslaughter 


Boko Haram destroys 
childhoods: Report 


Prosecutors charged a white re¬ 
serve police officer with man¬ 
slaughter Monday in the death 
of a black man who was fatally 
shot as he lay on the ground 
at the officer’s feet. 

Tulsa County prosecutors 
filed a second-degree man¬ 
slaughter charge against 
73-year-old Robert Bates, the 
latest shooting of an African- 
American by a white police 
officer to draw scrutiny. Police 
treatment of minorities has 
become a major issue in the 
U.S. after the killings of un¬ 
armed black men in Ferguson, 
Missouri, New York City and 
recently South Carolina. 

A police investigator has 
said Bates thought he drew 
a stun gun, not his handgun, 
when he fired at 44-year-old 
Eric Harris in the April 2 shoot¬ 
ing. 


Bates is charged with 
second-degree manslaughter 
“involving culpable negli¬ 
gence,” Tulsa County District 
Attorney Steve Kunzweiler said 
in a statement. 

A video of the incident shot 
by deputies with sunglass cam¬ 
eras and released Friday at 
the request of the victim’s 
family shows a deputy chase 
and tackle Harris, whom they 
said tried to sell an illegal gun 
to an undercover officer. As the 
deputy subdues Harris on the 
ground, a gunshot rings out 
and a man says: “Oh, I shot 
him. I’m sorry.” 

Harris was treated by medics 
at the scene and died in a Tulsa 
hospital. A telephone message 
left Monday with Bates’ attor¬ 
ney, Scott Woods, was not im¬ 
mediately returned.

UNICEF FINDINGS 

Published one 
year after mass 
kidnapping of 
schoolgirls 

The children’s drawings show 
men with guns, a coffin, a car 
exploding. One picture has stick¬ 
like figures of eight siblings 
missed by their teenage sister. 

The disturbing images come 
from some of an estimated 
800,000 children forced from 
the homes by Boko Haram ex¬ 
tremists, according to a UNICEF 
report published Monday. 


It says the number of refugee 
children has doubled in the past 
year, making them about half of 
all the 1.5 million Nigerians made 
homeless in the Islamic uprising. 

“Children have become delib¬ 
erate targets, often subjected to 
extreme violence — from sexual 
abuse and forced marriage to kid¬ 
nappings and brutal killings,” the 
report says. “Children have also 
become weapons, made to fight 
alongside armed groups and at 
times used as human bombs.” 

The nickname of Nigeria’s 
home-grown Islamic extrem¬ 
ist group, Boko Haram, means 
“Western education is forbid¬ 
den” or sinful. 

One picture in the UNICEF 


report shows stick figures of the 
eight siblings missed by Rita, a 
14-year-old living in a refugee 
camp in neighbouring Chad 
with her mother, father and 
one younger sister. They became 
separated when Boko Haram 
attacked the Nigerian town of 
Baga, and she knows how wor¬ 
ried they must be. 

“When you have your moth¬ 
er around, you (are) not wor¬ 
ried about anything. But if she 
is missing... you are worried the 
whole time,” the report quotes 
Rita as saying. 

The report was published 
ahead of the first anniversaiy of 
the mass kidnappings the night 
of April 14-15,2014, of nearly 300

Cryptanalyst’s 
work was key 
in breaking 
German codes 

A handwritten notebook by Brit¬ 
ish World War II code-breaking 
genius Alan Turing sold at auc¬ 
tion for more than $1 million 
in New York on Monday. 

The 56-page manuscript was 
written at the time the mathem¬ 
atician and computer science 
pioneer was working to break 
the seemingly unbreakable En¬ 
igma codes used by the Germans 
throughout the war. 

It contains Turing’s complex 
mathematical and computer sci¬ 
ence notations and is believed 
to be the only extensive Turing 
manuscript known to exist, ac¬ 
cording to Bonhams Fine Art 
Auctioneers, which was offering 
the manuscript for sale. 

The notebook dates from 
1942, when Turing and a team 
of cryptanalysts were at Britain’s 


World War II code and cypher 
school Bletchley Park. 

The sale also includes a work¬ 
ing German Enigma enciphering 
machine. The three-rotor device 
was manufactured for the Ger¬ 
man military in July 1944. As 
of press time it was expected 
to sell for $140,000 to $180,000. 

Turing was prosecuted for be¬ 
ing gay at a time when it was 
illegal in Britain. 

He was convicted of indecen¬ 
cy in 1952 and agreed to under¬ 
go hormone treatment as an 
alternative to imprisonment to 
“cure” his homosexuality.

He died in 1954 of cyanide 
poisoning. It was ruled a sui¬ 
cide, although his family and 
friends believed it might have 
been accidental. The notebook 
was among the papers he left 
in his will to friend and fellow 
mathematician Robin Gandy. 

Gandy gave the papers to The 
Archive Centre at King’s College 
in Cambridge in 1977. But he 
kept the notebook, using its 
blank pages for writing down 
his dreams at the request of his 
psychiatrist. 

Bonhams describes Gandy’s 
entries as highly personal; the 
notebook remained in his pos¬ 
session until he died in 1995. 

At the beginning of his jour¬ 
nal, Gandy writes: “It seems a 
suitable disguise to write in be¬ 
tween these notes of Alan’s on 
notation, but possibly a little 
sinister; a dead father figure, 
some of whose thoughts I most 
completely inherited.” 

Bonhams said the seller 
wished to remain anonymous. 
Part of the proceeds will be do¬ 
nated to charity.

Big chains try 
for boutique 
image to lure 
millennials 

Today’s traveller faces a bewil¬ 
dering choice of hotel brands 
with similar-sounding and con¬ 
fusing names. The world’s 10 
largest hotel chains now offer a 
combined 113 brands at various 
price points; 31 of those brands 
didn’t exist a decade ago. 

Thanks to high occupancy 
levels and cheap interest rates, 
developers are scrambling to 
build new properties. At the 
same time, hotels are trying 
to lure a new generation of 
travellers in search of authen¬ 
ticity. They want unique and 
hip places to sleep, not cookie- 
cutter facsimiles of hundreds 
of other hotels. 

These so-called lifestyle ho¬ 
tels are the hot, new area for 


growth. They are designed to 
attract millennials: travellers 
between the ages of 18 and 34 
who, hotels say, aren’t inter¬ 
ested in marble bathtubs but 
might enjoy beanbag chairs. 

“The big hotel chains are 


in the business of pretending 
they aren’t big chains. They 
want you to think they are bou¬ 
tiques,” says Pauline Frommer, 
editorial director for From- 
mer’s, the travel guide com¬ 
pany founded by her father. 


“The Internet has driven 
people to more niches. Eveiy- 
thing is more segmented,” says 
Best Western CEO David Kong. 
“Our six brands are actually six 
different needs.”

Air carriers getting 
worse, data shows 


More flights are late, more bags 
are getting lost, and customers 
are lodging more complaints 
about U.S. airlines, government 
data shows. 

For the third straight year, 
Virgin America led the rank¬ 
ings. The niche airline with 
a limited route network was 
followed by Hawaiian Airlines 
and Delta Air Lines. 

Regional carriers tend to 
earn the worst marks, say two 
university researchers who 
track the airline business. 
They fly smaller planes, so 
when airlines are forced to 
cut flights due to bad weath¬ 
er, they ground the regionals 
first to inconvenience fewer 
passengers. Envoy Air, which 
operates most American Eagle 
flights, finished last overall. 

But the picture was also 
bleak at the four biggest U.S. 
airlines. On-time performance 
fell and complaints rose at 
American, United, Delta and 
Southwest. The researchers 
blamed mergers, which has 
reduced competition. 

Dean Headley, one of the 
co-authors of the report, said 
airlines performed better after 
2001, when travel demand fell

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I had my moment about a 
month ago. A woman was 
parked in a no parking zone 
taking up the entire the 
sidewalk leading up to our 
school, idling in a no-idling 
zone. My kids and I actually 
had to walk onto the street 
in order to get around her 
vehicle.

My school’s vice principal 
has told me (in my capacity 
as a parent, not as a journal¬ 
ist — EPSB was unable to con¬ 
nect me to media contacts by 
press time) that he has called 
bylaw enforcement in order 
to deal with those driving (or 
parking) dangerously. 

A friend who works for the 
school board, again speak¬ 
ing to me as a friend, admit¬ 
ted that negotiating traffic 
around schools has become a 
major challenge for schools.

Schools simply weren’t built 
for 600 cars to arrive twice 
a day. It makes eveiybody 
crazy. 

And I get that we don’t 
send our kids to our com¬ 
munity schools so often any 
more. There are specialized 
programs — we want our 
kids to be in French immer¬ 
sion, or Spanish or German 
immersion, or in a sport-cen¬ 
tric school. 

But driving is not the only 
option — there are car pools, 
public transit.

Stromae —whose album Ra¬ 
cine Carree was the top seller 
in France in 2013 and again 
in 2014 — has been rising in 
popularity in the U.S. and will 
play at New York’s Madison 
Square Garden in October. 

Desaparecidos Rebelling 
against the frivolity that 
surrounds so much of 
Coachella, Conor Oberst’s 
reunited punk band the 
Desaparecidos brought to 
the festival an ear-split¬ 
ting rage on the course 
of modem America. 
Oberst, best 
known as the force 
behind Bright 
Eyes, emerged in 
the late 1990s as 
a beacon of emo¬ 
tional awareness 
for a generation of 
sensitive youth. 

But as the frontman of the 
Desaparecidos, he also delivered 
a blistering critique of consumer¬

Ways to 
recover after 
a marathon 

For those preparing to run a 
marathon in the coming days or 
weeks, it’s not too soon to start 
planning the recovery period. 
Plenty of rest, water and healthy 
food are among your best allies 
after an endurance run. 

Drink up 

Marathon runners can lose up 
to five per cent of their total 
body weight during the race, or 
around four to five litres of flu¬ 
ids on average. Be sure to drink 
plenty of fluids during the hours 
after you cross the finish line, 
whether you prefer water, fruit 
juice or sports recoveiy drinks. 

While it may be tempting to 
celebrate with a beer, alcoholic 
drinks are best avoided in the 
days following the race, as your 
liver is already working overtime 
to eliminate toxins. 

Soothe aches with heat 

To aid the recoveiy of the mus¬ 
cles and tendons, don’t hesitate 
to apply heat packs to your legs. 
Hot baths, saunas and warm 
massages are also excellent for 
relaxing the body and the mind.

Egg freezing not a 
fertility panacea 


Women who are considering 
having their eggs frozen to pro¬ 
long fertility should be aware 
there’s no guarantee they will 
have a baby, despite spending 
thousands of dollars on the re¬ 
trieval procedure and storage, 
researchers say. 

In an analysis published Mon¬ 
day in the Canadian Medical As¬ 
sociation Journal, the researchers 
say primaiy-care doctors need to 
counsel women that so-called 
social egg freezing isn’t insur¬ 
ance against future infertility and 
point out the high cost and med¬ 
ical risks of in-vitro fertilization. 

“It’s really getting marketed 
like it’s a backup plan, it’s insur¬ 
ance,” said lead author Angel 
Petropanagos, a post-doctoral 
fellow at Dalhousie University. 
“The problem is that the suc¬ 
cess rate isn’t really that great. 

“It’s not guaranteed, so you 
can spend all this time, energy 
and money investing in egg freez¬ 
ing and think you’re covered, 
and when it comes down to it 
10 years down the line, the IVF 
won’t result in a live birth,” she 
said from Halifax. 

Egg freezing has been used for 
some time to preserve fertility 
in young women and girls treat¬ 
ed for cancer, for instance. But 
more women who are delaying 
motherhood to build a career or 
who have not yet met a suitable 


partner are also electing to ciyo- 
preserve their ova. 

Females are bom with all their 
eggs, or oocytes, but over time 
they begin to diminish in num¬ 
ber and degrade in quality. To 
protect or preserve fertility, a 
number of eggs can be retrieved 
following hormonal stimulation 
of the ovaries, then flash-frozen 
and stored. 

In Canada, each stimulation 
cycle costs $5,000 to $10,000, 
with annual storage fees ran¬ 
ging from $300 to $500, de¬ 
pending on the clinic, the re¬ 
searchers write. 

In October, the Canadian 
Fertility and Andrology Soci¬ 
ety released a position paper 
on egg freezing, describing it 
as “an option for women wish¬ 
ing to preserve their fertility in 
the face of anticipated decline.” 
That contradicted a position 
statement by the American 
Society for Reproductive Medi¬ 
cine and the American Society 
for Assisted Reproductive Tech¬ 
nology (ASRM-SART), which 
cautioned against the practice. 

Petropanagos said the U.S. sta¬ 
tistics show the IVF pregnancy 
rate using frozen and thawed 
eggs is only 4.5 per cent to 12 
per cent — and that’s primarily 
among women who had their 
ova preserved before age 30.

Not-so-lazy 
days of

End-of-semester burnout might be setting 
in, but spring/summer classes could be the 
key to having a great university experience.

“Some people prefer to spread their 
course load over the three semesters and 
work throughout the terms, but others are 
looking to get employment experience and 
the summer is a good time to do that,” Ross 
says. 

She also thinks it’s a good time to take 
advantage of any learn abroad opportunities 
your school has to offer since a trip will not 
affect existing classes, delaying graduation. 

Not everyone plans to take summer 
classes, but sometimes summer school is 


necessary to get your academics back on 
track. Before making the choice, Ross says 
to make sure you won’t be distracted by 
warm, sunny days. 

“Students coming out of high school have 
traditionally had summers off, so that’s 


something they need to consider,” Ross says. 
“Are they going to be distracted because 
they are used to taking summers off? How 
intense were their fall and winter semes¬ 
ters?” 

That being said, there is a perk of being a 


summer student. With less students on cam¬ 
pus, there is less competition for student 
resources like tutoring. So sacrificing some 
of your summer may actually be the key to 
your success.

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Shut your eyes or shut your books? 


It’s midnight on the eve of a big final and you 
are debating whether to stay up through the 
night or slamming those books shut and going 
to bed. Your mind is telling you to push through 
and review, but your body is begging for rest. So 
which choice will optimize your test scores? 

Dr. Brian Murray, associate professor of neur¬ 
ology and sleep medicine at the University of 
Toronto, recommends that you shut those books 
and get some sleep. 

“The issue with cramming is that you will be 
tired the next morning and you won’t be able to 
pay attention and focus as you would other¬ 
wise,” Murray says. 

“You might miss the nuance of a question, or 


you might miss a question altogether.” 

A study released by the World Association 
of Sleep sited that being awake for 20 hours or 
more is as impairing as having a 0.08 per cent 
blood alcohol concentration. 

“The way to think about sleep is — as you’re 
acquiring experiences throughout the day you 
use up energy and space in the brain,” Mur¬ 
ray says. “What happens at night is that less 
relevant material is washed out. It’s not so much 
a strengthening of memories, but more the 
getting rid of unimportant memories, which 
facilitates learning.” 

Giving up an eight-hour window for snooz¬ 
ing may seem difficult, so Murray recommends 


you embrace the art of the nap. 

“For learning, napping is very good. In a total 
of 24 hours, we need eight hours of sleep — it 
doesn’t have to be all at once.” 

How you take a nap is also important. If you 
want to avoid the groggy feeling that Murray 
calls “sleep drunkenness,” he recommends 
napping as long as you need to fill eight hours 
of sleep. But if those books can’t be shut, then 
20 minutes will have somewhat of a restorative 
effect. He also recommends maintaining the 
same sleep pattern throughout the week, even 
on weekends, especially around finals.

MacTavish 

Edmonton Oilers general man¬ 
ager Craig MacTavish conceded 
he might be “losing credibil¬ 
ity,” but he insisted a promis¬ 
ing future lies ahead for the 
organization. 

The Oilers ended the 2014-15 
season out of the playoffs for 
the ninth straight time, and 
MacTavish forecasted another 
year of rebuilding next year. 
But he said the foundation of 
the team is in a good place and 
that, eventually, patience will 
pay off. 

“We’ve added a lot more 
players over the last couple of 
years,” MacTavish said Monday. 
“I feel more comfortable with 
the foundation we have right 
now and we can build from this 
foundation. 

“I think the fans have seen 
and appreciate we can now 
make six or seven passes and 
still have the puck. I know I’m 
losing credibility, but I see a 
veiy entertaining, veiy impact¬ 
ful, very successful era of Oiler 
hockey on the horizon.” 

At the same time, he admit¬ 
ted the team is missing some 
critical pieces and said goal¬ 
tending, defence and drafting 
were areas of concern. 

“I’m not going to sit here and 
say that we don’t,” he said. “We 
need an improvement in some 
pretty vital areas of our team’s 


performance, but I feel some of 
those pieces may be in the or¬ 
ganization already, developing, 
and the other pieces are going 
to be up to the organization to 
bring in.” 

MacTavish said goaltending 
will be an area of “intense focus” 
and that he’s willing to part 
with draft picks if he can im¬ 
prove that area. But the Oilers 
defensive liabilities will also be 
closely looked at. 

“There’s no question to me, 


our collective defensive ability 
has to improve,” he said. “We’re 
last in goals against. A lot is 
always laid at the feet of the 
goaltending ... but it’s a much 


deeper problem than that. A lot 
of the conversation with our 
players have been revolving 
around a greater commitment 
to defence ... we’ll be focusing 


on that in terms of a personnel 
standpoint as well as a tactical 
standpoint.” 

MacTavish has only two un¬ 
restricted free agents to deal 
with this summer — forward 
Derek Roy and goaltender Vik¬ 
tor Fasth — while taking a hard 
look once again at his coaching 
staff. Dallas Ealcins was fired 
and replaced by Todd Nelson 
after the team stumbled to a 
to 6-14-4 start. While the team 
improved its play under Nelson,
